Free Trade is I ujust to the Farmer. 
The advocates of free trade are 
especially earnest in their appeals to 
the Western farmers, as the voter 
most likely to furnish aid in over­ 
turning the ex isting fiscal policy of 
this country and once more try ing 
that of England. 
In their efforts to 
this end they are untiring, ingenious, 
unscrupulous. 
No possible resort re­ 
mains untried no illustration unused, 
no appeal long neglected. 
They seek 
to inflame the worthy ambition to 
better one's condition in life by 
picturing a my thical market which 
is at once both the cheapest for the 
buy er and the dearest for the seller. 
They seek to create sectional prejudice 
by persistent repetitions in speeches 
and writings of the antithesis “ West­ 
ern farmers,” "Eastern manufactur­ 
ers” —just us if the West had no 
manufactures, the East no agricul­ 
ture. 
They ignore the common-sense 
inference that, if the people of the 
United States paid 
the duty on 
foreign competing articles sold in 
this country , the foreigner would be 
by no means so persistent for the re­ 
moval of our tari ff. In view of such 
tactics it will be well for farmers to 
keep in mind certain facts which with 
practical men are likely to outweigh 
all the theories of British free traders 
and their attorney s in the United 
States. Money is necessary to the 
ex istence of government 
Under 
our fiscal sy stem the main reliance of 
states, counties and municipalities is 
upon tax ation of property —the ex ­ 
ception being the sale of license« for 
carry ing on certain lines of business. 
Money raised by tax ation comes from 
owners of factories, machinery and 
other personal property , as well us 
from farms and farm equipments, 
and is the price paid by the owners 
for defence of their rights in property 
and the peaceable pursuit of the busi­ 
ness of their choice. 
To ex empt any 
one man’s property from tax ation 
would be an injustice to all compelled 
to pay tax es. Yet this is just what 
free trade proposes to do. American 
owners of farms, houses, machinery , 
etc., are to bo tax ed, while the same 
rights they enjoy are to be given free 
to others—to men who owe no allegi­ 
ance to our government and who seek 
profits from trade here to be spent in 
other countries. Hay , barley , wheat, 
wool, etc., are grown in large quanti­ 
ties by Canadian farmers who never 
paid a cent of tax es toward the sup­ 
port of our government. 
If these 
men prefer to send their products 
here to be sold in onr markets, why 
should they not be tax ed, at least as 
much as our farmers are tax ed, for 
the privilege? But the free trader 
say s no, let the foreigner have our 
markets without cost although the 
American farmer's tax es need to be 
increased in consequence, and then 
complacently suggests that if growing 
such articles under this one-sided ar- j 
rangement proves unprofitable our j 
farmers can turn their attention to 
some other productions. Protection 
insures 
for onr own citizens not 
only the first, but alway s the best 
chance in the markets of the country 
they have helped to build up. 
This 
is both patriotism and good business 
policy . Its opposite is the un-Ameri­ 
can policy advocated by the President 
and other free trade advocates, and 
for which they have received the 
plaudits of the Cobden Club and every 
prominent journal in Great Britain. 
It remains to be seen if a majority of 
American fanners agree with them.— 
Home Market Club. 


Speaking of J udge Sleeper’s divi­ 
sion in the injunction cases, the Min­ 
neapolis Tribune say s: 
“ The decision is certainly the ablest 
and most important which has ever 
been made in this part of the state. 
In fact, it creates a decided sensa­ 
tion.” 


If Mr. Holland would attempt to

Stands For Protection. 
The following is an ex tract from a 
speech made last Saturday by Ben. 
Harrison: 
“ The Republican party stands for 
the principle of Protection. 
We be- 
lieve in the preservation of the Ameri­ 
can market for our American pro 
ducers and workmen. 
We believe 
that the development of home manu­ 
factures tends directly to promote 
the interests of agriculture by fur­ 
nishing a home market for the pr< * 
ducts of the farm, and thus « man 
paling our farmers from tli«» tram 
portation charges which they mu f 
pay when their products se« *k distau* 
markets. 
We are confronted now 
with a Treasury surplus. Our posi­ 
tion is ex ceptional. 
We are not seek­ 
ing, as many other nations are, new 
subjects of tax ation, new sources of 
revenue. Our quest is now how wise­ 
ly to reduce our nationul revenne. 
The attempt has been made to us« - 
this surplus as a lever to overthrow 
the Protective sy stem. The promoters 
of this scheme, while professing a d«* 
sire to diminish the surplus, have 
acted as their purpose to increase it 
in part by opposing necessary and 
legitimate appropriations. 
I agree 
that there is danger that a surplus 
may promote ex travagance, but 1 do 
not find my self in sy mpathy with that 
policy that denit*« the appropriation 
necessary for the projier defense o f 
our people, and for the convenient 
administration of our public affair- 
throughout the country m order that 
the threat of a surplus may be used 
for a sinister purjose. 
I believe that 
in reducing our revenues to the lov« *l 
of our needful aud proper ex pendi- 
tures we can and should continue no 
favor and protect our interests. 
I do 
not like to trust this work to those 
who declare Protective duties to be 
vicious, “legaliz« nl robbery / The Re­ 
publican party has, by its legislation, 
shown its capacity wisely to reduce 
our revenues aud at the same time to 
preserve the American sy stem. 
It 
can be trusted to do tin* work that re­ 
mains and to do it wisely .”

HH.H SCHOOL. 
Four y ears ago there was nothing 
which might Ik* called a high school. 
This y ear finds a high school thor­ 
oughly supplied with a library of ex ­ 
cellent books, and equipped with fine 
phy sical and chemical apparatus. This 
y ear there were several 
graduates 
from the high school, six ladies and 
one gentleman. 
The qeestion may 
arise why the girls outnumber the 
boy s in the high« *r classes of the high 
school. 
Much might be written in 
reply to this question. 
I shall only 
stop to say that I think the main rea­ 
son is a want of energy and ambition 
on th«* part of the boy s, and a lack of 
authority on the part o f the parents. 
The board of education lias made it 
possible for every boy and girl in the 
city of Braiuerd to obtain not only a 
common school but also a high school 
education, and to graduate if they 
will. 
It is for |mr« *nts to make imper­ 
ative what the board has with great 
liberality made possible. 


GRADING. 
Much has been done during the 
I>ast y ear in reducing the school to 
a uniform grade and I feel indebted 
to the teachers in this work for their 
hearty co-oi>eration and ex cellent ad­ 
vice. It is hoped that tho coming 
y ear will see the work of grading 
brought to a much higher stato of 
; [>erfection. 


TARDINESS. 
An ex amination of this report shows 
{in unpleasantly large number of case« 
of tardiness. Duluth last y ear, with 
an average daily attendance of 820 
only , reports 917 cases of tardiness, 
while Brainerd with an average daily 
attendance of 627 reports 2822 cases. 
This largely results from two causes, 
first carelessness on the part of pa­ 
rents, second, a stack enforcement of 
| the regulations on the part of somo 
teachers. A few teachers energetical­ 
ly took hold of the difficulty and ef­ 
fectually chocked it. The monthly 
reports of these teachers showed fre­ 
quently only 4 or 5 cases, while others 
for the same month reported 50 and 
60 cases. For the number enrolled 
tin* second and third wards show the 
greatest number of cases. It is hoped 
that a strong effort will l>e made by 
jwirents and teachers to correct this 
evil. Suitable blanks have been fur­ 
nished each teacher, by means of 
which they will be able to communi­ 
cate with parents to secure their co- 
; operation. 


acco m m o dat io ns 
. 
Owing to the crowded condition of 
the schools, it was found necessary to 
employ an additional teacher in the 
third ward and first ward. An addi­ 
tional teacher will be required the 
coining y ear in tho second ward. In 
view of the fact that the buildings in 
the second and third wards are inade­ 


quate for tho accommodation of the 
pupils, and that they are poorly ven­ 
tilated, and that it is impossible to 
properly warm them in the winter, I 
have recommended to the board the 
er<*ction of new buildings in those 
wards. 


TEXT BOOKS. 
For the last two y ears the tex t books 
have been furnished to the pupils on 
the following plans: The sujierinten- 
dent makes requisition on the bo ird 
for tho books required. 
The board 
purchases tho books from the publish­ 
ers at wholesale rates and delivers 
them to the superintendent charging 
him with them. The su{>ermtendent 
then sells them to the pupils at cost 
plus freight or ex pressage. 
When a 
pupil has completed a book, he returns 
it to the superintendent who pay s him 
whatever the book is worth. The plan 
has proved successful. 
The pupils ob­ 
tain their tex >ks for less than they 
could bo furnished by a [dealer. 
The 
children have learned to take care of 
their books, as the amount received for 
a lx x >k when returned, depemls on the 
care which it has had. 


VISITORS. 
Ex amination and roj>ort cards can at 
i ties! only give a meager understanding 
j of the work being done in the schools. 
| I therefore invite the parents to visit 
the schools as often as practicable, not 
in a fault finding spirit, but with the 
desire to sec how and what the children 
an* taught. 
The teachers will give 
y ou a hearty welcome and y our pres­ 
ence will encourage them in their im­ 
portant work.

vunced th o ug h t” in Biblical interpretation. 
All o f them, and w ithout tlhy rvreption, deny 
the full inspiration of the Bible. 
Genesis is 
tin alleg ory , and there an* m any m y ths in 
tlu Bible, and they philosophize and g ui'ss 
the reason and evol ute until they land in a 
g reat continent of mud, from w hich, I fear, 
for all eternity they will not lie aide to ex tri­ 
cate themselves. 
The Bible is no t only divinely inspired but 
it is divinely protected in its present shape. 
You could as easily , w ithout detection, take 
from the writing s of Shakespeare “ Ilam let 
and institute 
in 
place thereof Alexander 
S m ith’s dram a us a t any tim e during the 
last 1 ,.“00 y ears a m an could have m ade any 
im p o rtant chang es in the Bible w ithout im­ 
m ediate detection. 
If there had been an 
element of weakness, o r of deception, o r of 
disinteg ration, the Bible would long ag o 
have fallen to pieces. 
If there had been one 
louse brick o r cracked casem ent in this caste- 
luted truth , surely the bom bardm ent of eig ht 
centuries would have discovered and broken 
throug h th a t imperfection. The fact th a t 
ihe Bible stands intact, not w ithstanding all 
the furious assault on all sides upon it. is 
proof to me th a t it is a miracle, and every 
m iracle is of God.

Free Trade is Unjust to the Farmer. 
Tho advocates of free trade are 
especially earnest in their appeals to 
the Western farmers, as the voter 
most likely to furnish aid in over­ 
turning the existing fiscal policy of 
this country and once more trying 
that of England. 
In their efforts to 
this end they are untiring, ingenious, 
unscrupulous. 
No possible resort re 
mains untried, no illustration unused, 
no appeal long neglected. 
They seek 
to inflame tho worthy ambition to 
better one’s condition in life by 
picturing a mythical market which 
is at once both the cheapest for the 
buyer and the dearest for the seller. 
They seek to create sectional prejudice 
by persistent repetitions in speeches 
and writings of the antithesis “West­ 
ern farmers,” “Eastern manufactur­ 
ers”—just as if the West had no 
manufactures, the East no agricul­ 
ture. 
They ignore the common-sense 
inference that, if the people of the 
United Suites paid 
the duty on 
foreign competing articles sold in 
this country, the foreigner would be 
by no means so persistent for the re­ 
moval of our tariff. 
In view of such 
tactics it will be well for farmers to 
keep in mind certain facts which with 
practical men are likely to outweigh 
all the theories of British free traders 
and their attorneys in the Unitec. 
States. 
Money is necessary to the 
existence of government. 
Under 
our fiscal system the main reliance of 
states, counties and municipalities is 
upon taxation of property—the ex­ 
ception being the sale of licenses for 
carrying on certain lines of business 
Money raised by taxation comes from 
owners of factories, machinery anc. 
other personal property, as well as 
from farms and farm equipments 
and is the price paid by the owners 
for defence of their rights in property 
and the peaceable pursuit of thebusi 
ness of their choice. 
To exempt any 
one man’s property from taxation 
would be an injustice to all compelled 
to pay taxes. 
Yet this is just what 
free trade proposes to do. American 
owners of farms, houses, machinery 
etc., are to be taxed, while the same 
rights they enjoy are to be given free 
to others—to men who owe no allegi 
ance to our government and who seek 
profits from trade here to be spent in 
other countries. Hay, barley, wheat, 
wool, etc., ars grown in large quanti 
ties by Canadian farmers who never 
paid a cent of taxes toward the sup 
port of our government. 
If these 
men prefer to send their products 
here to be sold in our markets, why 
should they not be taxed, at least as 
much as our farmers are taxed, for 
the privilege? But the free trader 
says no, let the foreigner have our 
markets without cost, although the 
American farmer’s taxes need to be 
increased in consequence, and then 
complacently suggests that if growing 
such articles under this one-sided ar­ 
rangement proves unprofitable our 
farmers can turn their attention to 
some other productions. 
Protection 
insures 
for our own citizens not 1 
only the first, but always the best 
chance in the markets of the country 
they have helped to build up. 
This 
is both patriotism and good business 
policy. 
Its opposite is the un-Ameri­ 
can policy advocated by the President 
and other free trade advocates, and 
for which they have received the 
plaudits of the Cobden Club and every 
prominent journal in Great Britain. 
It remains to be seen if a majority of 
American farmers agree with them.— 
Home Market Club.

Stands For Protection. 
The following is an extract from a 
speech made last Saturday by Ben. 
‘ damson: 
•The Republican party stand for 
the principle of Protection. 
We be­ 
lieve in the preservation of the Ann i i 
can market for our American pro 
ducers and workmen. 
We believe 
that the development of home manu­ 
factures tends directly to promote 
the interests of agriculture by fur­ 
nishing a home market for the pr* 
ducts of the farm* and thus < man 
paring our fanners from tie* trans­ 
portation charges which they must 
pay when their products seek dis tau* 
markets. 
We are confronted nos’, 
with a Treasury surplus. Our posi­ 
tion is exceptional. 
We are not seek­ 
ing, as many other nations arr*, new 
subjects of taxation, new sources of 
revenue. Our quest is now how wise-1 
hr to reduce our national revenue, 
The attempt hus been made to us** 
this surplus as a lever to overthrow 
the Protective system. The promote * rs 
of this scheme, while professing a de­ 
sire to diminish the surplus, have 
acted as their purpose to increase it 
in part by opposing necessary' and 
egitimate appropriations. 
I agree 
that there is danger that a surplus 
may promote extravagance, but I do 
not find myself in sympathy with that 
policy that denies the appropriation 
necessary for the proper defense of 
our people, and for the convenient 
administration of our public affairs 
throughout the country in order that 
tho threat of a surplus may be used 
for a sinister purpose. 
I believe that 
in reducing our revenues to the level 
of our needful and proper expendi­ 
tures we can and should continue no 
favor and protect our interests. 
I do 
not like to trust this work to those 
who declare Protective duties to be 
vicious, ‘legalized robbery.’ 
The Re­ 
publican party has, by its legislation, 
shown its capacity wisely to reduce 
our revenues and at tie* same time to 
pr<*serve the American system. 
It 
can be trusted to do the work that re­ 
mains and to do it wisely.”

quate for the accommodation of the 
pupils, and that they are poorly ven­ 
tilated, and that it is impossible to 
properly warm them in the winter, I 
have recommended to the board the 
erection of new buildings in those 
wards. 
TEXT BOOKS. 
For the last two years the text books 
have been furnished to the pupils on 
the follows ag plans: The superinten­ 
dent makes requisition on the board 
for the books required. 
The board 
purchases tho books from the publish­ 
ers at wholesale rates and delivers 
them to the superintendent charging 
him with them. 
The superintendent 
then sells them to the pupils at cost 
plus freight or expressage. 
When a 
pupil has completed a book, he returns 
it to the Huperintendent who pays him 
whatever the book is worth. 
Tho plan 
has proved successful. The pupils ob­ 
tain their books for less than they 
could bo furnished by a dealer. 
The 
children have learned to tako car© of 
their books, as the amount received for 
a book when returned, depends on tho 
care which it has had. 


VISITORS. 
Examination and report cards can at 
best only give a meager understanding 
of the work being done in the schools. 
I therefore invite the parents to visit 
th© schools as often as practicable, not 
in a fault finding spirit, but with the 
desire to see how and what the children 
are taught. 
H ie teachers will give 
you a hearty welcome and your pres­ 
ence will encourage them in their im­ 
portant work.

IIH EH SCHOOL. 
Four years ago there was nothing 
which might be called a high sch<x>l. 
This year finds a high school thor­ 
oughly supplied with a library of ex­ 
cellent books, and equipped with fine 
physical and chemical apparatus. This 
year there were several 
graduates 
from the high school, six ladies and 
ono gentleman. 
The qeestion may 
arise why the girls outnumber the 
boys in tho higher classes of the high 
school. 
Much might be written in 
reply to this question. 
I shall only 
stop to say that I think the main rea­ 
son is a want of energy and ambition 
on the part of the boys, and a lack of 
authority on the part of the parents. 
The board of education has made it 
possible for every boy and girl in the 
city of Brainerd to obtain not only a 
common school but also a high school 
education, and to graduate if they 
will. 
It is for parents to make imper­ 
ative what the board has with great 
liberality made possible. 


GRADING. 
Much has been done during the 
past year in reducing tho school to 
a uniform grade and I feel indebted 
to the teachers in this work for their 
hearty co-opera t ion and excellent ad­ 
vice. 
It is hoped that the coming 
year will see the work of grading 
brought to a much higher state of 
perfection. 


TARDINESS. 
An examination of this report shows 
an unpleasantly large number of cases 
of tardiness. 
Duluth last year, with 
an average daily attendance of 820 
only, reports 917 cases of tardiness, 
while Brainerd with an average daily 
attendance of 627 reports 2822 cases. 
This largely results from two causos,

In view of such 
tactics it will be well for farmers to 
keej> iii mind certain facts which with 
practical men are likely to outweigh 
all the theories of British free traders 
and their attorneys in the United 
States. Money is necessary to the 
existence of government 
Under 
our fiscal system the main reliance of 
states, counties and municipalities is 
ujxm taxation of property—the ex­ 
ception being the sale of licenses for 
carrying on certain lines of business. 
Money raised by taxation comes from 
owners of factories, machinery and 
other jjersonal property, as well as 
from farms and farm equipments, 
and is the price paid by the owners 
for defence of their rights in property 
and the j>eaceable pursuit of the busi­ 
ness of their choice. To exempt any 
one man’s property from taxation 
would be an injustice to all compelled 
to pay taxes. Yet this is just what 
free trade proposes to do. American 
owners of farms, houses, machinery, 
etc., are to bo taxed, while the same 
rights they enjoy are to be given free 
to others—to men who owe no allegi­ 
ance to our government and who seek 
profits from trade here to be sjient in 
other countries. Hay, barley, wheat, 
wool, etc., are grown in large quanti­ 
ties by Canadian farmers who never 
paid a cent of taxes toward the sup­ 
port of our government 
If these 
men jirefer to send their products 
here to bo sold in our markets, why 
should they not be taxed, at least as 
much as our farmers are taxed, for 
the privilege! But the free trader 
says no, let the foreigner have our 
markets without cost although the 
American farmers taxes need to be i 
increased iii consequence, and then 
complacently suggests that if growing j 
such articles under this one-sided ar- j 
rangement proves unprofitable our j 
farmers can turn their attention to j 
some other productions. Protection I 
insures for our own citizens not 
only the first but always the best 
chance in the markets of the country 
they have lieljied to build up. This 
is both patriotism and good business 
jxilicy. Its opjx>site is the un-Ameri­ 
can jxriicy advocated by the President 
and other free trade advocates, and 
for which they have received the 
jilaudits of the Cobden Club and every 
prominent journal in Great Britain. 
It remains to be seen if a majority of 
American farmers agree with them.— 
Home Market Club.

Stands For Protection. 
The following is {in extract from a 
speech made last Saturday by Ben. 
Harrison: 
“The Republican party stands for 
the principle of Protection. 
We be­ 
lieve in the preservation of the Ameri­ 
can market for our American pro­ 
ducers and workmen. 
We believe 
that the development of home manu­ 
factures tends directly to promote 
the interests of agriculture by fur­ 
nishing a home market for the pr< * 
ducts of the farm, and thus etna: it 
jutting our farmers from the trail ,- 
!>ortation charges which they must 
j>ay when their products seek dista r 
markets. 
We are confronted now 
with a Treasury surplus. Our posi- 
tion is exceptional. 
We arc not seek­ 
ing, as many other nations are, new 
subjects of taxation, new sources of 
revenue. Our quest is now how wise­ 
ly to reduce our national revenue, 
The attempt has l>eeu made to use 
this surplus as a lever to overthrow 
the Protective system. The promoters 
of this scheme, while professing a de­ 
sire to diminish the surplus, have 
acted as their jmrpo.se to increase it 
in jiart by ojqjosing necessary and 
legitimate apjirojirintions. 
I agree 
that there is danger that a surplus 
may jiromote extravagance, but I do 
not find myself in .sympathy with that 
jxdiey that denies*the appropriation 
necessary for tho jiroper defense of 
our people, and for the convenient 
administration of our public affairs 
throughout the country in order that 
the threat of a surplus may be used 
for a sinister purjxise. I believe that 
in reducing our revenues to the level 
of our needful and j>rojx*r expendi­ 
tures we can and should continue no 
favor and jirotoct our interests. I do 
not like to trust this work to those 
who declare Protective duties to be 
vicious, ‘legalized robbery.’ The Ite- 
jmblican party has, by its legislation, 
shown its caj>aeity wisely to reduce 
our revenues and at tie* same time to 
preserve the American system. It 
can be trusted to do the work that re­ 
mains and to do it wisely.”

In 18.85 nine teachers were 
employed with 927 different names 
appearing on the roll of j>uj>ils while 
the average daily attendance was 360. 
In 1886, the re] tort shows an enroll­ 
ment of 13 teachers with 891 different 
pupils enrolled, and an average daily 
attendance of 436. This rejxirt shows 
that 16 teachers have been employed, 
101*2 jnipils enrolled, with average at­ 
tendance of 627 
While the increase 
in the number of jjujiils has been 
gratifying, the increase of zeal and 
enthusiasm among the pupils has not 
been less gratifying. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 
Four years ago there was nothing 
which might bo called a high school. 
This year finds a high school thor­ 
oughly supjilied with a library of ex­ 
cellent books, and equipped with fine 
physical and chemical apparatus. This 
year there were several graduates 
from the high school, six ladies and 
one gentleman. 
The qeestion may 
arise why the girls outnumber the 
boys in the higher classes of the high 
school. Much might be written in 
reply to this question. 
I shall only 
stoj) to say that I think the main rea­ 
son is a want of energy and ambition 
on the part of the boys, and a lack of 
authority on the part of the parents. 
The board of education has made it 
possible for every boy and girl in the 
city of Brainerd to obtain not only a 
common school but also a high school 
education, and to graduate if they 
will. It is for parents to make imper­ 
ative what the board has with great 
liberality made j>ossible. 


GRADING. 
Much has been done during the 
j>ast year iii reducing the school to 
a uniform grade and I feel indebted 
to the teachers in this work for their 
hearty co-operation and excellent ad­ 
vice. It is hojied that tho coming 
year will see the work of grading 
brought to a much higher stato of 
perfection. 


TARDINESS. 
An examination of this rejxirt shows 
an unpleasantly large number of cases 
of tardiness. Duluth last year, with 
an average daily attendance of 820 
only, rejjorts 917 cases of tardiness, 
while Brainerd with an average daily 
attendance of 627 reports 2822 cases. 
This largely results from two causes, 
first, carelessness on the part of pa­ 
rents, second, a slack enforcement of 
the regulations on tho part of somo 
teachers. A few teachers energetical­ 
ly took hold of the difficulty and ef­ 
fectually checked it. The monthly 
reports of these teachers showed fre­ 
quently only 4 or 5 cases, while others 
for the same month rejx>rted 50 and 
60 cases. For the number enrolled 
the second and third wards show the 
greatest number of cases. It is hoped 
that a strong effort will be made by 
’parents and teachers to correct this 
evil. Suitable blanks have been fur­ 
nished each teacher, by means of 
which they will be able to communi­ 
cate with parents to secure their co- 
ojieration. 


ACCOMMODATIONS. 
Owing to the crowded condition of 
the schools, it was found necessary to 
employ an additional teacher in the 
third ward and first ward. An addi­ 
tional teacher will be required the 
coming year in tho second ward. Iii 
view of the fact that the buildings in 
fiio Romm! and third wards are inade­ 


quate for the accommodation of the 
pupils, and that they are poorly ven­ 
tilated, and that it is imjjossible to 
properly warm them in the winter, I 
have recommended to tho board the 
erection of new buildings in those 
wards. 
TEXT BOOKS. 
For the last two years the text books 
have been furnished to the pupils on 
the following plans: The sujierinten- 
dont makes requisition on the board 
for tho books required. 
The board 
purchases tho books from the jmblish- 
ers at wholesale rates and delivers 
them to the sujierintendent charging 
him with them. The suj>erintendent 
then sells them to the pupils at cost 
plus freight or exj>ressage. 
When a 
pupil has completed a book, he returns 
it to the suj)erintendent who j>ays him 
whatever the book is worth. The jflan 
has proved successful. The pupils ob­ 
tain their books for less than they 
could bo furnished by a 'dealer. 
The 
children have learned to take care of 
their books, as the amount received for 
a book when returned, depends on the 
care which it has had. 
VISITORS. 
Examination aud rejiort cards can ut 
bestonly give ii meager understanding 
of the work being done in the schools. 
I therefore invite the parents to visit 
the schools as often as practicable, not 
in a fault finding sjiirit, but with the 
desire to set* how and what the children 
are taught. 
The teachers will give 
you a hearty welcome and your pres­ 
ence will encourage them in their im- 
jx>rtant work.

In the last private council 
nearly nil the Indians now ut the agency 
participated. Speeches were made by John 
Grass. Long Dog, Mad 
Bear and others.

An Extraordinary Suicide.

The suicide in the Rue La Guerre 
ltears the marks of a genius. In a 
room who.se windows were till closed 
a headless body was found lying up­ 
on a rude guillotine. A note held in 
one hand of the dead man unid it was 
useless to attem pt to discover his 
identit y, for lie had made arrange­ 
ments which would prevent the head 
from ever being found. Sure enough 
thebody lay headless in a (dosed room 
and the head eould nowhere be found. 
The man was buried agone unknown, 
and the ease btl de fair to grow dusty 
in the pigeon holes of the curator of 
mysteries. A few days after this 
event a peasant in a department dis­ 
tant some 200 miles away was at­ 
tracted by a peculiar object in the 
branchi‘3 of a tree. Impelled by 
curiosity he examined mon* closely 
and found a human head attached by 
a cord to a small silken balloon. Ile 
report cd the affair to tin* nearest ser­ 
geant. of gendarmerie, and mystery 
number two was given due promi­ 
nence. Bv combination of tho two 
mysteries it became dear how the 
suicide disposed of the head, which, 
being restored, served to identify him. 
But lioiv the balloon with the head 
attached escaped from a closed room 
none have ever been able to explain, 


An Early Snake Story. 
A big snake

A party of negroes were cutting upon 
a light wood log of large circumference 
and great lenglli, when it suddenly 
I logan to move slowly off toward a 
creek about ten feet distant.

claims that he was in Philadelphia a t the 
time the murder occurred. 
The letter con­ 
cludes as follows: 
I have read o f men tein g mn rdered for their 
money, but I am judiciously, or rather injudi­ 
ciously murdered.

namely: Charles Morgan, Bill Hanley nnd 
P at Harrington. 
They were apprehended 
after a hard struggle at Alpena, Mich., on 
June 28th, 1887. 
During the struggle with 
Morgan, Sheriff Lynch, of Alpena, was shot 
in the leg, and blood poisoning setting in he 
•lied in great agony. 
M organ w as found 
guilty of murder in the first degree and sen­ 
tenced to be hanged.

Another Tenement flense Fire In New Fork in 
which Thirteen persons are Roasted Alive, and 
More Will Die from Injuries. 


Thirteen people were burned to death in a 
six-story building in the rear of No. 197 Bow­ 
ery, New York City. 
Six more, burned so 
badly thnt they will probably die, w’ere re­ 
moved to various hospitals. 
The house was 
a ramshackle affair hidden in the middle of 
the block, the only entrance to it teing a 
narrow alleyway trom tho Bowery. 
In this 
caged-in building lived 150 people. Each** 
the six floors was 
occupied by a single 
family, 
the 
head 
of 
which 
was 
a 
tailor who made clothing for the cheap 
wholesale clothing 
bouses and employed 
from fifteen to twenty men, women and chil­ 
dren, in addition to his family, in making 
up the clothing. 
They were all Polish Jews, 
who worked, ate and slept in the crowded 
rooms 
While nil the occupants of the build­ 
ing wore busily at work, flames broke out 
on th** lower floor; The fire had. when dis­ 
covered, already gained such headway that 
it was 
in full possession of the stairway 
an*! 
escape 
by 
it 
seemed 
impossible. 
Many 
of 
the 
frightened 
inm ates 
rushed 
down 
through 
the 
flames 
aud 
escapee! 
to 
the 
narrow 
court 
yard, with clothes ablaze and hands and 
bodies burned. Six of them were so severely 
burned th at they m ay die. 
There were tire 
escapes on the front and rear of the house, 
but tefore any of the inm ates had tried to 
escape by them the flames had ascended 
through the house and were reaching from 
the windows, so that descent by the fire- 
escapes was impossible. 
One man, already 
half burned to death, leaped from a fifth 
story window and fell a mangled 
mass 
of flesh in the little court 
yard. Others 
jumped from these*ond story windows and 
escaped with bruises. One poor woman lay 
upon her buck in a little store in the Bowery 
with not only her clothing but lier hair burn***! 
off. She was unconscious, and the surgeon 
said sin* would not live to i-eaeh the hospital. 
Another young girl was delirious with pain. 
She was not so badly burned as the others, 
but in a mad jump from one of the windows 
she had received internal injury, and also cut 
n terrible gash in the side of her head from 
which the blood gushed forth. 
d iaries W. Norman, proj*erty man of the 
People’s theater, which adjoins the burned 
building, with several ofh is comrades, ran to 
the roof of the theater, carrying a small 
ladder, which they stretched over to a win­ 
dow of the burning building. 
A woman with 
her hair and clothes already ablaze ap­ 
peared at the window, and Norman called to 
lier to cross over on the ladder. 
She cried 
back that she could not leave her tw o chil* 
dren. 
Norman tried to cross over on the 
ladder, but the flames drove him back and 
be 
could not save her. 
Afterwards the 
charred bodies of the mother and tw o chil­ 


dren were found in tho building. 
After the 
fire the flreman found thirteoii bodies in the 
building. 
That of the man who leaned from 
the fifth story window increased the death 
list to fifteen, while it is feared th at the 
death of some if not all those in the hospi­ 
tals will make this number greater. 
Several 
of the bodies were burned so badly th a t they 
fell apart when moved, and the firemen were 
obliged to lower them from tile windows in 
nets.

The following is a synoposis of Gen. Fisks 
letter of acceptance: 
W ithin a few years the tem perance reform 
has altogether changed front. Tcmjieranee 
for. *** no longer fa***? hum an apj*etite and 
habit alone; they oppose legislation, law. the 
put] use of [ <>: ii al parties, 
the policy of 
state ami nation. 
W hat law creates law 
alone can kill. The creatures of law. the 
saloon, the liquor traffic, can die only a t the 
law s executor. 
It is not enough th a t we re­ 
form th*- 
individual; we m ust reform the 
state. 
Th** 
policy 
of g reat 
comtnon- 
v. caltha 
of

whole 
people 
m ust 
be 
remade 
and 
put 
in 
harm ony 
with 
sound economic 
principles. So broad 
a 
dem and as this **an be met- in but one way. 
“ A political reform ran heroine a fact in gov- 
ernment only through a political p arty th a t 
adm inisters governm ent. 
A reform so v ast 
a* this we advocate, involving such radical 
changes in sta te and national policy, is u t­ 
terly dependent for its ag itatio n and con­ 
sum m ation on some p a rty agent or force to 
give it shape. 
The national Democratic 
p arty in its platform u tters no word in con­ 
dem nation of the greatest foe in the republic 
—tile liquor traffic. 
In Michigan, in Texas, 
in Tennessee and in Oregon so-called non- 
partisan efforts to establish 
prohibition 
have failed! through p artisan necessity. “ The 
first eon<-em of good governm ent,” says the 
recent national convention a t Chicago, “ is 
the virtue and sobriety of the people and the 
purity of the hom e.”

The 
tariff itself pleads a right to existence on the 
grounds of its recognition by the govern­ 
ment and tile revenue it pays into the public 
treasury. Strike down this defense and an 
outraged public would not long suffer its con­ 
tinuance. 
The Prohibition p a rty would 
strike off the ta x th a t it m ay the sooner de­ 
stroy the traffic. Tile purpose of the Ile- 
pu bl icon p arty in it# repeal of the tax is to 
reduce the revenues th a t they m ay not have

Stivers, of the Journal, ap­ 
peared upon the scene shortly after 
the first consignment of Brainerdites 
arrived, and during the course of the 
evening was shown how the Republi­ 
cans do things up when they organize 
clubs in the outside districts.

Before the assessor’s salary was al­ 
lowed an amendment was offered 
making it $400, but it was lost, and 
the original motion to make it $300 
carried. 
A motion was made by Aid. Graham 
and KeoUgh that the bill of the Brain­ 
erd Light k Power Co., be allowed to 
the extent of 25 lights for four days, 
at rate of $125 per year, which was 
earned. 
A motion made by Aid. Camp and 
Keough to request the Mayor to re­ 
duce the police force to two patrol­ 
man besides the chief, was carried. 
The street commissioner was in­ 
structed to put in new Hide walk at 
the corner of Sixth and Laurel streets, 
in front of Lots 1 and 2, in Block 45, 
also in front of Lots 14, 15 and 16, 
Block 43. 
Aid. Searles and Keough moved to 
make an appropriation of $1,000 to the 
Crow Wing County Agricultural As­ 
sociation, the said Association to give 
the City of Brainerd stock to the 
amount of said proposed appropria­ 
tion. The council voted as follows: 
Aid. Graham, Atkinson and Mr. Presi­ 
dent, 
nay—Aid. Cooley, Keough, 
Searles and Camp, yes, and the mo­ 
tion carried. 
The city clerk was directed to notify 
the president of the Street Railway 
Co., to plank all crossings of said street 
railway inside of ten days, in accord­ 
ance with Section 5, Ordinance 39 
The council then adjourned. 


Hurts His Feelings. 
As is characteristic of that paper 
the Journal endeavors to convey the 
idea that the Republican meeting at 
Ft. Ripley on Wednesday night was 
not as much of a success as it actually 
showed up to be.
